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1 . The limitations of claim 2 have been inserted into independent claim 1 requiring 
the content of polyfunctional epoxy compound other than the polyglycldyloxy 
groups-containing (hydrogentated) polybutadiene A and/or polyfunctional oxetane 
compound to not be 10 parts or greater. The propprtion of usually from 30-97% by 
weight of oxetane compound (A) disclosed in Yamamura et al. Patent No. 5,981 ,616 is 
relied upon to with respect to a compound having one oxetane ring (col. 6, line 16) such 
as the elected species of 2-ethylhexyl(3-ethyl-3-oxtanylmethyl)ether OXT-212 

(col. 6, line 28). Accordingly, the employment of from 30-97% by weight of the mono- 
oxetane compound OXT-212 within claimed Formula (1) does not violate the new 
limitation vyhich pertains 'only to polyoxetanes. 

2. Jansen et al. Patent No. 6,916,855 teaches the utilization of an antioxidant such 
as Irganox 1010 in compositions comprising polyglycidyl ethers in general 

(col. 21, line 63) and oxetanes including mono-oxetanes (col. 22, lines 35-39), thereby 

embracing the particular glycidyloxy groups-containing polybutadiene Poly bd R-45 EPI 

and OXT-212, respectively, of Yamamura et al.
